PARIS (AP). — The US. yester- 
day offered to fly out or send 
by sea to a neutral country North 
Vietnamese prisoners of war held 
in South Vietnam. 

The offer, made by U:S. Ambas- 
sador David Bruce at yesterday's 
session of the Vietnam peace talks, 
was an effort to get the North 
Vietnamese to agree to internment 
in a neutral country of prisoners 
of war held by both sides. The 
US. and South Vietnam made such 
a proposal recently, but it was in 
effect rejected by the North Viet- 
namese. 

‘South Vietnam holds more than 
1,700 North Vietnamese prisoners 
it 48 prepared to send to 8. neutral 
country. There are some 1,600 U.S. 
prisoners or missing in South-East 
Asta, 389 of whom are held by the 
North Vietnamese. 

Mr. Bruce also said he hoped 
that “a number of countries will 
make known their readiness to re- 
celve prisoners under the Geneva 
convention.”

Mount Etna lava 
sets trees afire 


CATANIA, Sicily (AP). — Lava 
streamed closer to towns and set 
woods and orchards ablaze yester- 
day as Mt. Etna poured out molten 
rock and flaming boulders with una- 
bated intensity. 

Police erected roadblocks to stop 
residents and tourists from getting 
close to the flaming stream. Pines 
and fruit trees burned like match- 
wood as the lava flowed down ἃ 
river bed. It moved at 300 metres 
an hour — unusually fast for Mt. 
Etia — and is 20 to 40 metres 
wide.

An immigrant who succeeded . 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — There are so many truths 
in Karen Gershon’s interview with 
herself (May 10), that it Is dif- 
ficult to take issue with her. Yet. 
having gone through similar ex- 
periences in my own way, and 
having survived and even thrived 
in Israel, I feel compelled te make 
some comments. 

it was easler to settle in Israel 
ἃ generation ago than it is today. 
Then, the newcomer from the West 
all too often found himself offer- 
ed fantastic opportunities and had 
but to-prove himself to get ahead. 
Today, the immigrant finds him- 
self competing with Israelis with 
similar qualifications who also have 
8 perfect command of Hebrew and 
know the ins and outs of getting 
ahead in this country. 

But, there's another side to it too. 
I've come to believe that whether 
or not a new immigrant “succeeds” 
in Israel depends primarily on the 
‘personal “luggage” he brings with 
him, his personality, his outlook on 
Hfe, his flexibility, his willingness 
to adapt, und to te stubborn, etc 

There are people who cannot take 
ἃ move fram Leeds to London, or 
vice versa, or from the centre of a 
city to the suburbs. Others are 
quickly at home, no matter where 
they find themselves. 

Israel is a rough country to get 
used to. And, there are many 
things here which should be dif- 
ferent. As a new immigrant Karen 
Gershon is certainly welcome to 
fet inte the struggle to try and 
make Israel what she would Hke 
it to be. 

When I was a newcomer in Tel 
Aviv, and wanted to meet people, 
I did pretty much the same thing 
I would have done if I had been 
ἃ newcomer in any city elsewhere. 
Even though it isn't really my 
onture, I temporarily became a 
“joiner.” I joined ἃ play-reading 
froup, a music appreciation circle, 
the Nature Protection Soclety, etc. 
Here, I met Israelis. That is, immig- 
rants from Rumania, Morocco, Po- 
land and Hungary, sabras whose 
Parents had come from Russia, Ye- 
men and Kurdistan, ete. Eventual- 
ly, I left all the groups, but I had 
a circle of Israeli friends. 

Some of my Israeli friends are 
materialistic. Others aren't. To ac-

can be found in Israel provided you 
have the attitude that the country 
doesnt need you and that you 
“learn to lve here not for the 
sake of what one may hope to give 
but merely for what one can get 
out of it.” 


In other words, this is the Diaspo- | 


ra all over again. It was precisely 
to avoid these conditions that most 
of the people I know of did come. 
If they thought they couldn't give 


Mrs, Gershon's description of the 
Plight of the educated woman with 
ees gilents, the cut in 
profession of 6 new immigrant, 
the lack of application of the best 
Medical knowledge and usage in 
the socialized clinics are aH real 
problems. However, they are not in- 
digenous only to the Western immi- 
grant and they do not necessarily 
stem from the discrimination of shon 
the old-timer. These are problems 
of over-supply in certain fields in 
the humanities, of specialization 
and over-supply in some sciences, 
of lack of opportunity for women, 
of problems in health and medicine, 
which are world-wide and must be 
faced and resolved here in Israel, 
as well as anywhere else. They 
will become more acute ratherthan 
less as the young here will enter 
the competition for the most de- 
sired jobs and as the wants and 
desires of these young increase and 
as the complexities of ἢ 
these wanta come to full flower in 
ἃ modern, dynamic economy.

It's as 
bad as, or worse than the misre- 
presentation that the country is 
ready for the special skills and 
new techniques of the leaders of 
Western society, and that these will 
find a meaningful Jewish life if 


they come. Israel is small, poor, be-- 


set with troubles and struggling. 
Tt hasnt the time to explore and 
creste new dimensions. of Jewish- 
ness. 


Full articles could be written on 
each of the charges touched on 
this memo, and all could be fully 
documented. It is to Karen Ger- 

shon’s credit that she has led 
on one of them. Would that both 
Israelis and potential olim were as 
honest with each other as she has 
been with herself. It is the unspoken 
disappointment with each other, the 
Inidden fears, the unfulfilled (and 
sometimes unrealistic) expecta- 
tions that fertilize the grounds of 
resentment that can become a poi- 
son in this land.

GAZA. — Three Arab terrorists 
convicted yesterday of throwing 
the grenade that killed two small 
children and injured their mother 
last January were sentenced to 
multiple life terms at hard labour 
plus a total of 150 years.

Β The youths — Mahmoud Suleiman 
el-Zak. 16. Tawfik Abmed Yussef 
el-Mebayyed, 17, and Wasfi Muham- 
med Mussa Mashrawi, 17 — were 
found guilty of the murdet of Mark, 
7, and Abignil Aroyo, 4, and of 86- 
riously injuring their mother, Mrs. 
Robert Aroyo. El-Zak threw a gre- 
nade into the family car on the 
outskirts of town on the afternoon 
of January 2. Mebayyed and Mash- 
rawi served as accomplices, with the 
latter acting as a look-out and the 
former sauntering across the road 
to slow dawn the Aroyo car. 


FITTING REVENGE 

The prosecutor, Segen-Mishne Yitz- 
hak Aksel, cited a Bialik poem with 
the line, “Even the devil has not 
devised fitting revenge on the man 
who sheds the blood of a small 
child." He added, "Never has this 
ling been so Umely. The most 
fitting punishment for these three 
youths would be death — it would 
purge society of them, even 17 it 
could not restore the children to 
life or heal their parents’ suffering. 

“The legislators were merciful 
when they banned the death penalty 
for minors,” he went on. “The only 
punishment they can lawfully re- 
ceive is life imprisonment.” 

The president of the court, Rav- 
Seren Haim Eilat. added later: 
“These sentences cannot begin to 
express the feelings of this court 
at the terrthle crime these boys 
have committed. A more severe 
punishment awaits them on the day 
their consciences wake up and they 
realize what they did. May God have 
mercy on them on that day.” 

The three were found guilty of 
15 additional charges of grenade 
throwing and sabotaging military 
fustallations. El-Zak was acquitted 
for lack of evidence, however, of 
the charge of membership in the 
Palestine Liberation Forces — al- 
though it was established that he 
received IL100 from another ter- 
rorist for killing the Aroyo child- 
ren.
